District Attorney Jeromes Makes 
In Affidavit Today. 
It 


.lefferson City, Mo., April 18.—Stole 
Superintendent of Public Schools W. 
T. Cariagton has given out some of 
the salient features of the compulsory 
school attendance law, which become 
operative June 18. 
He thinks it will Inqrei^e the av­ 
erage enrollment in the state fully 10 
per cent, if school boards do their 
duty, as required by the law. 
The 
essential features of the new measure, 
as pointed out by Supt. Carrington, 
are as follows: 
Every child between 8 and 14 shall ’ 
attend regularly some day school not 
leas than half the time the school is 
in session. 
Every child between 14 
and 16 who is not actually, regularly 
and lawfully employed shall attend 
school. A child may bo temporarily 
excused by a court having competent 
jurisdiction from attending school on 
account of mental or physical Inca­ 
pacity; if parent or guardian is una­ 
ble to provide proper clothing; 
if 
there is no school within two and one- 
half miles of the residence; if the 
child has already completed the com­ 
mon school course; if the labor of the 
child is absolutely necessary to sup­ 
port the family. 
Any parent or guardian who violates 
the provisions of this law is guilty of 
misdemeanor and Is subject to both 
flue and imprisonment. The enforce­ 
ment of the law devolves on school 
boards. 
In cities of 3000 population 
or more they may appoint truant offi­ 
cers to enforce the law, and pay such 
officers out of school funds. 
No child betveen 8 and 14 shall be 
employed in mine, factory, workshop 
or mercantile establishment 
unless 
such child has complied with all the 
requirements 
regarding attendance, 
excuses, etc. 
^ 
Any person who employs a chiw 
between 8 and 14 without securing 
certificate from 
school authoritlM 
that said child has compiled with the 
law Is guilty of misdemeanor and sub­ 
ject to a fine of 850 and costs. 
In cities having a populaUon of 
10 000 or more the school boards are 
authorized to establish and maintain 
one or more ungraded truant or pa­ 
rental schools for the education of 
children who are habitual Lniants or 
who are Incorrigible, vicious or im- 
morftl 
™ School boards shall publish or post 
notices of the provisions of this law 
just before tho opening of school each 
vear 
Members of school hoards and 
regniarly 
appointed 
truant officers 
may arrest any child not legally ex­ 
cused from attending school and put 
the chiW in some day school that may 
be selected by parent or guardian. In 
case parent or guardian makes no 
choice, then In the public school of the 
district.

on that account until he has com­ 
plied with the ’aw. in other words.

Columbia, Mo., April 18.—Prof. Bl* 
H. Favors yesterday gave the follow­ 
ing statemmit to the public concern­ 
ing the condition of fruit The horti­ 
cultural department has made a n ^ - 
ber of investigations in the experi­ 
mental orchards and elsewhere. The 
statement follows: 
Fully 75 per cent of the unprotected 
blooms on apple trees were damped 
by the frost The flowers on the outer 
portions of the trees were much more 
damaged than those next the trunk. 
Trees protected by bcmflres show 
much less injury than those unpro­ 
tected. 
Plums are apparently badly 
frostbitten, especially those that have 
not set fruit. 
A few of the earlier 
varieties are in good condition. What 
few peaches are left show that the 
flowers are uninjured, but I doubt se-

hears them all respectfully.

The machine proper, from 
which every possible shaving has oem, 
taken to m aki it light, is 18% feet 
long, and with the rudder 26 feet The 
airship weighs only 24 pcmnda» and 
yet is wonderfully strong. 'The frame­ 
work is of tough wood, 
augmented 
with piano wire. 
The ship's rudder and screw are at 
opposite ends of the fíame, and wich 
the product of ideas no other aeronaut 
has put into practice. 
Prof. Meyer 
has a device whereby the operator 
from his seat changes the plane ot 
the screw blades, 
making 
them at 
exact right angles to the shaft. Thmi 
in getting up the necessary speed the 
blades of the screw are nothing more 
than a flywheel. When the speed is 
attained the blades are tipped gmdn- 
ally and the ship rises easily. 
The rudder is his own idea, and cm 
the front of the machine steers it 
whether running forward or hñck.
